Colby said Air America and Radio 
Free Europe, which formerly was 
funded by the CIA, are among “a very 


few" CIA front companies with more 
than 10 employes. . 

The financial company is required, 
Colby said, to handle insurance, pension 
annuities and other matters for spies 
whose links with the government must 
be secret. • ; , ! 

Rep. William Lehman, DFla., a Miami , 
Beach iised car dealer, had asked Colby ■ 
if any Cuban auto dealerships in the area i 
are CIA fronts. Colby said Wednesday he , 
had checked and found none. ! 

Chairman Otis G. Pike, DN.Y., 
announced that the committee already 
has been given the two documents it ■ 
voted Tuesday to subpoena. 

The subpoena for the 1952 directive 1 
creating the NSA was voted after a 
Pentagon official refused to bring it with 
him, and for a 1970 Pentagon study on 
intelligence. 

The official had said he had not had 
time to get its release cleared. ,>
